25X1 4, ‘me airfield of NILOLO-KHOVAUSKOYS (37°27°8/55°36'N) was 
near the Pi Tamp Ho. 7435/9 in OUUUARKA. Jet fighters 
stationed there were observed over the field (straight 
leading and trailing ciges of wings, lon; front section 
of fusclase, nose wheel, speed estiaozed at about 450 mph). 


9, Individual turbo-jet aircraft with avepteback wings were 
frequently seen approaching from the MOSCOW vicinity after 
late 1948. These planes apparently were a liczht type 
pomber. Up to mid-1949, they were only seen towed by other 
aircraft. Kot befors August 1949 did 20 of these planes 
appear flying under their own power. They were believed to fly 
at supersonic speeds; in any case »their speed mas much higher 
then that of other jet fighters. 


3, Individual four~-engine aircraft flying at a great altitude 
were.seen in July and Sugust 1949. these planss which the Ps 
conparcd withthe Getnan Gigant or the bisgest US aircraft were 
carrying "something big" which could be distinetly seen, under 
their right wing. ‘the observed object projected beyond the 
two edges of the wing and widened out under the wing. ‘The 
P¥s thought .t+ posvibly was 4 small fighter plane which 
was carried along by the four~engine aircraft for protection. 


25X1 Comment: 


a. This report confirmed and supplemented available information 
on the obviously important airfield of WIKOLO-KUOVANSXOYE near 
COWUNARKA. According to tais information, 4 center for 
reequipment with jet aircraft or a fighter pilot school for 
retraining with jet aircraft is located at the field.
